Here are some details of the latest 
models in the wide range of cars now 
being built in the Free State :— 


ARMSTRONG-SIDDELEY 


The Express Auto Company, Ltd., of 20 
Pearse street, Dublin, are building Arm- 
strong-Siddeley cars, for which they have 
been selling agents for a considerable 
length of time, and the model which is 
being constructed is the 12 h.p., either 
Standard or de Luxe types being avail- 
able. The self-changing gear was, of 
course, introduced by the Armstrong: 
Siddeley Company, and this is, naturally, 
incorporated on the cars built in Ireland. 

The de Luxe model incorporates a whole 
series of refinements, such as permanent 
jacks, draughtless ventilators, and movable 
arm rests. 


AUSTIN 


Messrs. Lincoln and Nolan, Ltd., Lower 
Baggot street, Dublin, are shortly to 
assemble the 1936 models of Austin cars. 
The first work to be undertaken will be 
the 10 h.p. “ Light Twelve-Four”’ and 
“ Light Twelve-Six’’ models. The last- 
named will be available with either a 13.9 
h.p. or a 15.9 h.p engine. Messrs, Lincoln 


i and Nolan, Ltd., hope to undertake the 


assembly of other models of the Austin 
cars, which have already made a name for 
themselves in this country, at a later date. 


CHRYSLER 


The 1936 programme for Chryslers has 
been introduced by Messrs. F. M. Summer- 
field, Ltd., of Lower Baggot street and 
Castleforbes road, Dublin. Some of the 
features incorporated in these new models, 
which range in price from £245 to £750. 
include an extension of the X-type 


ae frame, full-length water-jacketing for the 


cylinders, and a water-spray for the 
special valve inserts in the cylinder heads. 
An overdrive transmission will be 
standard, and this will reduce engine 
speed by approximately one-third. 

Four diffeernt chassis lengths and nine 
different types of bodies will be available 
in the 1936 programme. Considerable 
attention has been devoted to increasing 
comfort within the car, and the seats this 
vear are three inches wider.

Snaring Rabbits 


A correspondent writes:—Two nights 
ago, a particularly wet and wild night it 
was, I vowed never again to eat a rabbit 
that had not been decently shot; and if a 
few more people had the same or a similar 
experience that vow might become a rule. 
Somebody had set a snare for rabbits in a 
nearby field, and I awoke suddenly to 
hear the squeaking and crying of the 
trapped animal. I made my way across 
the sodden grass, and through a wet 
hedge, to find that the animal was caught 
by the leg in the usual cord snare, and 
the cord had cut into the flesh. This 
method is too often used by country people, 
who thoughtlessly set such snares and wait 
‘until morning to examine the traps. I 
know there are humane traps, but they 
are rarely used by the farmers’ boys who 
make a few shillings by trapping game, so 
that I do feel the only cure is to refuse to 
let anything that has been trapped come 
to table.

THE ROLE OF SURGERY

hir,—In your report in to-day’s issue of 
Mr, M, P. Burke's address at the opening 
meeting of the Biological Society of the Royal 
College of Physicians and Surgeons in Ireland 
on the surgical treatment of tuberculosis he 
is stated to have said: “ In Ireland the faci- 
lities for the surgical treatment of tuber- 
culosis are ni/, and at the present time cases 
which needed surgical treatment must he 
transported a very considerable distance. and 
to # general hospital. This condition of affairs 
should be altered, and altered soon, if any 
progress in the treatment im to accom- 
plished ”' 

Tha above statemeut is substantially cor- 
rect, but it is right that the public should 
know that the Board of Governors of the 
Roval National Hospital for Consumption, 
Neweastle, County Wicklow, realising the 
growing importance of surgery in the treat- 
ment of pulmonary tuberculosis, decided more 
than a year ago to build an up-to-date 
operating block. Application for funds to 
varry out this work was made to the Hospital 
Commissioners, but the application was re- 
fused. In spite of this, however, the Beard, 
fealing that the matter was urgent, and that 
it was essential that the sanatorium should 
be kept up to date, determined to invest a 
considerable portion of their small capital in 
the provision of the necessary building and 
equipment. Work, accordingly, was com- 
menced early last spring, and is now nearing 
completion. It is hoped that by the begin- 
ning of the new year a fully equipped 


popeeaiing theatre, with anesthetic room and 
ail 


necessary adjuncts, will be available for 
treatment of all suitable cases. 

It may be added that an up-to-date X-ray 
apparatus has been in use in the sanatorium 
for several years.— Yours, etc..

ATMOSPHERIC CONDENSATION 


Speaking before the Royal Irish Academy 
in Dawson street, Dublin, yesterday after- 
noon on “A Rental of Lisronagh, County 
Tipperary, 1333, and Notes on Betagh Tenure 
in Medieval Ireland,’ Professor E. Curtis 
said that the documents dealing with this 
were among the most historical at Kilkenny. 

They contained a remarkably full descrip- 
tion of an Anglo-Norman manor, with its 
court, freeholders, villeins and burgesses. 
Lisronagh, now a parish some four miles 
north of Cionmel, in Co. Tipperary, was 
formerly a manor in Butler hands, and a 
petty borough. Professor Curtis quoted 
several other unpublished documents on this 
manor, and traced its history up to the 
Cromwellian confiscations. He devoted most 
of his paper to a study of the “ betagii,” 
or servile, tenants, whose duties and holdings 
are fully described in the Rental; and wh« 
are found on numerous other medieval Anglo- 
Irish manors. ‘There were ceftainly a pre- 
Norman serf class, and Professor Curtis dwelt 
upon the fascinating question which. awaits 
students of ádh) se of how far the 
tenures and land law of Gaelic Ireland sur- 
vived under Norman rule, 

A paper by Professor J. J. Nolan and Mr. 
V. i. Guerrini on “ The Diffusion, Co- 
efficients and Velocities of Fall in Atmo- 
spheric Condensation Nuclei ” was then read. 
In it methods were described by which it is 
possible to determine accurately the mass of 
the particles in the atmosphere which serve 
as’ the centres for cloud-formation. In 
Glericree, it was stated, the size of the 
particles depends upon whether the air is 
coming from Dublin or not.

Anthony Morton, one of the accused men, 
then gave evidence, and was treated as a 
hostile witness. He described how he met 
Bluett and O'Donnell at midnight, and went 
for a drive to Ardpatrick and Kilfinane. They 
returned to Kilmallock at ó a.m. and 
separated, 

O'Donnell, the other accused man, gave 
similar evidence.

FURNISHING TRADE 
DEMANDS 


UNION CIRCLES 
BUSY 


There was considerable activity in trade 
union circles yesterday in connection with the 
three demands which have been made by the 
furnishing trade workers. 

The first of these demands—that of the 
Upholsterers’ Union, is for a forty-four-hour 
instead of a forty-seven-hour, week, with pay 
increases. One section of the employers will 
meet representatives of the union to-day. If 
settlements afe not reached with the two 
sections—retail and wholesale—the strike 
notices which have been seryed will be put 
into operation after Thursday next. 

The second demand is that of the French 

lishers. It may also lead to strike action. 

he National Amalgamated Furnishing 
Trades’ Association is seeking a wage of 
ls. 4d. per hour for a forty-four-hour week 
for these workers and payment for all 
holidays. The union is also seeking a starting 
wage of 7s. 6d. per week for apprentices, 
rising by 9s. per week each year until the full 
rate is reached. The apprenticeship period 
would be four years. 

The third claim is even more important, as 
it affects all sections of the trade. Should it 
lead to strike action it is estimated that at 
least one thousand workers would be direct! 
involved. This claim is for an increase of 2c 
per hour in the wages of all male workers; 
a general forty-four-hour week and holiday 


payments, 


TRAMWAY DISMISSALS 


The Dublin Trade Union Council Negotia- 
tion Committee which functioned during the 
tramway ‘strike was called together again 
yesterday. 

The committee met representatives of the 
Trish and Amalgamated Transport and General

service as a result of recent dismissals. Later 
the Negotiating Committee, which consists of 
Messrs. W. A. Scott, P. T. Daly, Robert 
Tynan and C. D. Watters, waited ypon Mr.

WASHINGTON, Monday. 


Ae at the Warrior's Tomb to- 
day President Roosevelt gave a solemn 
pledge that the United States “ will ever 
seek the ways of peace, but she must, and 
will, herself.’’ 

The President cited trade barriers as the 
causes of international friction, and re- 
ferred to his discussions last week with 
Mr. Mackenzie King, the Prime Minister 
of Canada, as an example of neighbourli- 
ness. 

Speaking of American policy the Presi- 
aunt waa “ Under no circumstances will 
this policy of self-protection go to lengths 
beyond self-protection. 

‘* Aggression on the part of the United 
States is an impossibility, in so far as the 
present administration of your Govern- 
ment is concerned. Defence against 
aggression by others—adequate defence on 
the land, sea and in the air—is our 
accepted policy. The measure of that de- 
fence is, and will be, selely the amount 
necessary to safeguard us against the 
armaments of others. The more they de- 
crease their armaments the more quickly 
and more surely shall we decrease ours. 
The primary purpose of this nation is to 
avoid being drawn into war. It also seeks 
in every practicable way to promote peace 
and discourage war. 

“Most serious of all, international con- 
fidence in the sacredness of international 
contracts is on the wane,’’ he proceeded. 
“ While we cannot build walls around our- 
selves and hide our heads in the sand, we 
must go forward with all our strength... 
to stress and strive for international 


peace.”

SENATOR DOWDALL’S

A scheme to ma nsions for nurses 
is foreshadowed in a bill which Senator 
Dowdall proposes. to introduce in the 
Senate to-morrow. The scope of the 
measure is indicated in the title of the 
bill as it will appear on the Order Paper— 
namely: 

‘‘ A bill entitled an Act to make 
provision for pensions for registered 
nurses and midwives, and for the pay- 
ment of contributions towards such 
rovision ; and to make provision for 
ivers matters connected with the 
matters aforesaid, including the 
amendment of the Public Hospitals 
Act, 1933.”’ 

This is a matter which has been agitated 
for many years, but so far no serious 
attempt has been made to give it practical 
effect. If, as seems likely, Senator 
Dowdall is able to persuade the Govern- 
ment to adopt his proposal, there is every 
reason to expect that it may become an 
accomplished fact. In that case the 
Senate will have marked the close of its 
career by achieving a long-delayed act of 
justice to a worthy section of the com- 
munity. 

As the title indicates, it is proposed to 
ask for money from the Exchequer, as 
well as from the Hospital Sweepstakes, to 
form a nucleus for the necessary fund to 
inaugurate the pension scheme. It will be
